Contagiou s diseases hav e 
been 
p rev alent in Ru sh cou nty for more 
than six months, and the sp read

these diseases are du e wholly 
to 
neglect of qu arantine regu lations. 
Dr. Wooden stated today that he 
was making an ap p eal first to those 
p laces u nder 
qu arantine, 
u rging 
them to observ e the laws, and stay 
confined du ring the requ ired p eriod, 
which also inclu des the 
regu lation 
that 110 one is p ermitted to enter or 
leav e the p remises du ring a qu aran- 
t inc. 
This section of the qu arantine ru le 
has been sorely disobey ed, according 
to the commissioner s statement.

family u nder qu arantine, is ex p ect­ 
ed to be in seclu sion. Ex cep tions to 
this ru le hav e been made, in which 
the p atient mu st be confined in one 
room, and not p ermitted to go abou t 
the hou se, and hav e access to other 
rooms.

LOOKS LIKE THEY MIGHT BE RIGHT, AFTER ALL 


As lie entered Jerusalem on this 
day eighteen centuries ago, astride 
of an a>s, svinbolic of the meakness 
and* simplicity of the doctrine xxliich 
lie preached, the throngs that had 
already acknowledged His 
leader­ 
ship met .Jesus of Nazareth 
and 
strew palm branches across 
His 
path, crying: “ llosannah to the*Son. 
of David! Blessed be He that cometh 
in the name of the Lord! 
Many quaint and interesting cere­ 
monials have arisen in 
connection 
with the observance of Palm 
Sun­ 
day. The palm, throughout history, 
has been an emblem of joy and tri­ 
umph. Its specific use by Christians 
on this occasion is in token of vic­ 
tory over the flesh. Historians trace 
the observance of the day hack to 
the Sixth Century. The Greek 
and 
other churches of the East made it 
an event of great solemnity. 
With 
the spread of C hristianity to 
the 
West, and particularly to the Latin 
countries, some oi the rigid 
eeic- 
monials gave way to more 
joyous 
observance. The day 
became 
a 
¡floral festival second only to L us­ 
ter. Among the 
Spanish it 
was 
known as l'asqua lriorida. Spanish 
explorers having on Palm SOnday, 
1512, discovered what is now that 
state of Florida, gave that name to 
the land in honor of the day. 
Mediaeval chronicles abound with 
references to the obserx ance 
of 
Palm Sundav am o n g the Armenians, 
L ith u a n ia n s, S e rb s a n d Croats. 
In 
England it 
was (-ailed 
Olive, 
or 
Branch Sunday, and the observance 
was characterized by a procession 
symbolical of the entry into Je ru ­ 
salem, at tin- head of which 
was 
borne the ib'iire of the I hrist 
Child 
seated on an a s s quaintly carved in 
wood, the p a rtic ip a n ts carrying palm 
and olive branches. According 
to 
¿m ancient chronicle, the faithful in 
Jerusalem on each recurring 
Palm 
Sunday were wont “ after the* «-us 
tom arv exercises from cock crow to 
noon had taken place m the Anas­ 
tasia and at the Cross, to go to the 
greater church behind the Cross on 
Golgotha, 
called 
the 
Martxriunu 
Here the ordinary ^rv p -es 
werg 
held. 
Palm blest on Palm Sunday 
and 
carried in the processions were lat 
er taken home by the faithful 
and 
used for devotional purposes. In the 
Christian churches where Ash Wed- 
nesav is observed at the beginning 
of the Lenten Season, the ashes with 
which the*"Sign of the Cross is made 
upon the foreheads of the devout by 
jhe 
officiating priests, are secured 
1'rpm the burning of palm branches 
which were blest on the

Palm Sunday.

It was pointed out that the inter- 


national and district officers in re- 
fusing to accept a wage reduction 
from the scale of $7.50 a day under 
the old Jacksonville agreement act- 
ed on full authority of the rank and 
file of the union. 


The vote of the international con- 


vention here in January, it was re- 
called, was unanimous against any 
reduction in wages. After that vote 
the convention delegated power to 
the International officers 
and the 


union ^policy committee to conduct 
negotiations and enforce demands 
for a continuation of the old wage 
scale.

Palm Sunday 


Palm Sunday has conic to have a 


recognized ^ilace in the calendar of 
modem civilization. It marks 
the 


beginning of the end of a remarka- 
ble mission which, influencing to 
greater degree than any other in re- 
corded time the whole course 
of 


succeeding history, was to lead five 
days later to the Tragedy of Gol- 
gotha. 


As He entered Jerusalem oil this 


day eighteeji centuries ago, astride 
of an a«s, symbolic of the meakncss 
aiKl simplicity of the doctrine which 
He preached, the throngs that had 
already acknowledged His 
leader- 


ship met Jesus of Nazareth 
and 


strew palm branches across 
His 


path, crying: ''Hosanuah to' the-Son 
of David! Blessed be He that coineth 
iu the name of the Lord!" 


Many quaint and interesting cere- 


monials have arisen iii 
connection 


with the observance of Palm Sun- 
day. The palm, throughout history, 
has been an emblem of joy and tri- 
umph. Its specific use by Christians 
on this occasion is in token of vic- 
tory over the flesh. Historians trace 
the observance of the day back to 
the Sixth Century. The Greek and 
other churches of the East made it 
an event of great solemnity... With 
the spread of Christianity to 
the 


West, and particularly to the Latin 
Countries, some of the rigid 
cere- 


monials gave way to more joyous 
observance. The day 
became 
a 


floral festival second only to Kas- 
ter. Among the 
Spanish it 
was 


known as Pasqua Florida. S|tanish 
explorers having on Palm Sunday, 
1512, discovered what is now that 
state of Florida, gave that name to 
the land in honor of the day. 


Mediaeval chronicles abound with 


references to the observance 
of 


Palm Sunday among the Armenians 
Lithuanians, Serbs and Croats. 
Ii 


England it was called 
Olive, 
or 


Branch Sunday, and the observance 
was characterized by a procession 
symbolical of the 'entry into Jeru- 
salem, at the head of which 
was
